The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 48-54 
are directed to compounds of formulas (VI)-(XI). Search of prior art failed to uncover 
compounds that would anticipate or render obvious the compounds of the said 
formulas. Closest prior art is Abe et al. (Biochimica et Biophysics Acta 1999, 1433, 
188-197). Abe et al. teach A/-dansyl-Cys (191, Table 3), which differs from claim 53 in 
that moiety "E" in claim 53 is limited to alkyl, fluoroalkyl and hydroxyalkyl while Abe et al. 
has a Hydrogen atom in that position. One of ordinary skill in the art would not find it 
obvious to add a substituent to the a-position of a Dansyl-amino acid.
